This morning the oflicers, who are “‘working
up” the nffair, explained that they usually kept
the lights burniog and the curtains up at night
as a precaution sgalnst robbery; but that the
clerks bad, in their forgetfulness, drawn the
curtains.

His Recoptlon at Springfield, Ohlo.

This morping Lieutenant Flaherty, of the
Fifth Police distriet, and Detectives Haggerty
and Gordon, returned from Bpringfield, Clarke
county, Ohio, to which place they had escorted
John Scott, who is eharged with the murder oi
s banker named Hertzler, of that town.

Mutilated Currency.

Wasmxaron, June 21l.—Namerous com-
plaints are received at the Treasury from ofli-
cers of the department, bankers and others,
that remitiances of mutilnted currency balieved
to have been correct when forwarded
for redemption haye been subject to unjust de-
duction for alleged shorts, and intimations have
been maae of gross carelessness or dishonesty
of part of the Treasury connters.

I'he following facts, ofiicially obtained, ex-
plain the injustice of the allegations: —Every
package of currency received for redemption is
delivered, genls unbroken, to the lady who s to
count it, and who breake the seal and counts
the package in the presence of other clerks, and
in caze of the discovery of any coonsiderable

diserepancy, one  of them Is called
upon to verify the count. The
notes are then cut in two by machinery,

one being sent to one oflice and the other to
another for recount. Auy mistake discovered
in either the latter oflfices is at ouce traced by
means of thennme on the wrapper thatsarrounds
the notes to the counter in the Treasurer's office,
who Is required to make good all shorts and
counterfeits discovered in money counted by
her. Any counter habitually reporting “‘shorts”
would give rise to suspicions of dishonesty.

This eystem Is deemed effective against dis-
honesty or carclesenegs by the following facts: —

First. The ‘‘overs” discovered more than
equal the “*shorts,” and nearly equal the shorts
and counterfeits together, The overs are of
course pocketed by the senders, while the shorts,
even if found in the money of a person to whom
overs have been frequently returned, provoke
much complaintand sometimes abuse. Those most
habitually incorrect make the londest complaint
when shoris are fastened upon them, BSecond,
Althongh the packages are delivered to the
counters without regard to the parties from
whom they have been received, eo that differ-
ent remittances from the same party are seldom
counted by the saw e counter successively, yet 1t
is found that remittances from eertaln parties
are almost always correct, while those¢ from
others are habitually incorrect.

It Is frequently the case that remittances
reaching as bigh as fifty thousand dollars from
certain parties are invariably within a few cents
of absolute correciness, and the discrepaney quite
as likely to be an “over” as a ‘‘short.” Remit-
tances from other correspondents, on the con-
trary, are guite as invariably short, making it a
matter of perfect certainty when such remit-
tances are received that they will be found
wanung to a greater or less amount. These
facts ehow that the great massof reported shorts
actually exist when the money Is received at
the Treasurer's oflice.

HORRIBLE SUICIDE.

An Insane Womnn Burns
Death,

The 8t. Lonis Demoerat of June 19 has the
following: —

Details of a horrible sulcide were yesterday
gathered at a Corouer's inquest held at No. 717
Soulh Pratt avenue, on the body of Mrs, Isabelle
W. Btricklang.

The woman resided at the number mentioned,
with ber mother, eeveral ehildren, and her hus-
band. The latter Is an engineer on the river
and a great portion of the time away from home.
His wife, who by the way was forty-two years
of sge, had lately given evidence of insauity.
Although attended by experienced phyvsiciauns,
she gradually grew more violent, and about a
month ago her relatives, who watched her care-
fully, were led to believe that she intended to
commit snlelde,

Ehe roee about 6 o'clock yesterday morning,
and soon after left the house. A neighbor liv-
ing in the next house saw her walk to the bank
of a small pond a few rods distant, and from
her nctions he supposed she was about to throw
bherself into the water. He at once called to
her, and told her to retnrn to the house, which
she readily did.

While the family were preparing for break-
fast she went to her room, chinoged a new and
expensive dress she had oun for a cheap ealico,
and descended to the dinlog-room. There she
procured a good-sized coal-oil lamp, well filled
with oll, and with o bandfal of matches she
proceeded to the cellar. Unscrewing the top of
the lamp ehe emptied the oll over her clothing,
and atler thoroughly saturating it sel fire to L.
Her condition was, of course, quickly discovered
Ly ber relatives on the floor above, and the
flsmes were, a8 soon as possible, extinguished.

This was not done, howeyer, until she was
fatally burned, and although s physician was
instantly summoned, he proclaimed her case
bopeless, The mlserable woman lived until 2
o'clock yesterday afternoon, when death ended
her sufferings. The sulclde Is one of the most
borrible on record, and the appearsuce of Lhe
gcorched and blackened body, as viewed at the
inquest yesterdasy, was mos{ unpleasant.
